Latest advices as to tbe corn 
crop have replaced anxiety with confi- 
dence in tbo larger estimates of the 
size of the crop and satisfaction with 
the outlook for trade this autumn. Har- 
vesting and threshing are interfering a 
little with business in the spring wheat 
country, yet Dulutb, Minneapolis and 
St Paul jobbers in general lines are 
pushing for ne%v business. In South 
Dakota and Washington farmers show 
no disposition to sell themgrain. 


The growth of bullish speculative 


feeling engendered by expansion in 
trade and industry was partially 
checked toward the close of the week 
by continued gold exports, London's 
bearishness, and the Itfvv prices for 
the agricultural products of the coun- 
try. 


Exports of wheat from both coasts 


of the United States and Canada this 
week amount 
to 
2,260,000 bushel, 


against 1.371,928 bushel last week; 3,- 
207,000 bushel in the week a year ago; 
i,902.000 bushel two years arro; 3,;>G7,- 
300 bushel in tbe week in 1802, and 4,- 
720,000 bushel in tbe like week in 3SOL 
Indian corn exports continue to ex- 
pand. In the third week of August 
t.he total sent out was 1.195.000 bushel, 
and this week it is 1,405,000 bushel, the 
heaviest weeks' shipments this year, 
sompnrcd with 127,000 bushel in the 
week a year ago and 072,000 bushel two 
years ago.
